Laws penalize those in crisis 


Repeated 91] calls can bring fines, even evictions

A bleeding Euclid woman 
ran to her neighbor’s house 
after being attacked by her 
boyfriend. 

A Bedford resident was 
worried her boyfriend was 
suicidal. A few months ear- 
lier, he had threatened to 
kill himself. 


A young man in Lake- 
wood overdosed on heroin 
twice within a span of a few 
weeks. 

In each of these cases, 
someone punched in 911 
on a telephone. 

And in each of these sit- 
uations, cases of domestic 
violence and mental health, 
such calls for help were 
deemed a “nuisance” by 


the city in which they took 
place. Those involved were 
fined or, in some cases, 
evicted. 

In Cuyahoga County, 23 
communities have what 
are known as criminal ac- 
tivity nuisance ordinances, 
or CANOs. These laws pe- 
nalize property owners for 
repeated requests for emer- 
gency or police response, 


even if those calls involve 
domestic violence or men- 
tal health issues. 

After so many strikes, 
cities declare properties 
nuisances and assess fines 
unless the problem is rem- 
edied. In many cases, this 
means evicting the tenant 
responsible for the 911 calls.

Trump sends mixed 
signals to Asia allies 


Whirlwind tour does little to reassure

MANILA, PHILIPPINES — 
President Donald Trump 
vowed this week to reclaim 
the United States’ role as 
a Pacific power. But as he 
wrapped up a marathon 
tour of Asia on Tuesday, 
Trump’s mixed messages 
left allies unsure of the 
United States’ staying 
power and fed a growing 
sense that China, not the 
United States, drives the 


agenda in the region. 

Whether recruiting part- 
ners to confront North 
Korea even as he castigated 
them for trade abuses, or 
embracing China at the 
same time that he lined up 
a like-minded coalition to 
contain it, Trump was often 
a bewildering figure to 
countries that had already 
viewed the new president 
with anxiety.

Controversial license-plate 
scanners that police use to 
catch criminals are expected 
to be installed at intersec- 
tions in Cleveland and 18 
suburbs by next summer. 

The suburbs are Cleve- 
land Heights, Euclid, Fair- 
view Park, Garfield Heights, 
Independence, Lakewood, 
Lyndhurst, Maple Heights, 
Mayfield Heights, North 
Olmsted, Olmsted Town- 
ship, Orange, Parma, Shaker 
Heights, Solon, South Euclid, 
Strongsville and Woodmere. 

In addition, the inde- 
pendent police department 
serving Cleveland’s Univer- 
sity Circle neighborhood is 
expected to install the cam- 
eras.

WASHINGTON — Senate 
Republicans are intent on 
scrapping the Affordable 
Care Act’s requirement that 
Americans get health insur- 
ance, targeting a repeal of 
the individual mandate to 
help finance deep tax cuts 
in their tax overhaul. 

The surprise renewal 
Tuesday of the failed effort 
to scrap the law’s mandate 
came a day after President 
Donald Trump renewed 
pressure on GOP lawmak- 
ers to include the repeal in 
their tax legislation. It has 
sharp political stakes for 
Trump, who lacks a major 
legislative achievement 
after nearly 10 months in 
office.
